MANNA'S AMBITION. 


H 


ANNA has been trying to secure a pardon for 


Ratbbone, convicted of stealing postal funds 


in Cuba, and has presented the case to the Presi- 
dent, but gets little encouragement. 
Hanna gives 


it out plainly that he will do all he can for Rath- 
bone. 
He ought to. Rathbone has been one of 


his political strikers. 
He was mixed up in the 


scandal that resulted from Hanna's election as Sen- 
ator and was one of the men mentioned by the In- 
vestigating Committee. Ordinary gratitude would 
require Hanna to assist him, but he does not put 
the case on that ground—it would be too delicate a 
proposition. He states that he will not believe that 
Kathbone stole; that he simply fell into the habits 
of other officers in Cuba; that he only tollcwed the 
extravagant customs prevailing among the officers 
with whom he associated. 


Hanna has been to Roosevelt about the Rath 


bone case and got little or no satisfaction. 
The 


President would not promise a pardon and would 
only agree to look over the papers in the cabe. But 
Hanna cannot afford to break with Roosevelt now. 
He denies the rumors of trouble, he means them 
and says he has no feeling because of the Presi- 
dent'.s action. 
Hanna is modestly playing a very 


foxy game whether he wishes to be nominated for 
the presidency or not. He stands by his friends; he- 
continues on good terms with Roosevelt; he settles 
labor disputes; he appears prominently in the Civic 
Federation, endeavoring to rid himself of the poor 
opinion laboring men have had of him, and he mod- 
estly deprecates any suggestion that he will be 
nominated in 1904. He is shrewd enough to know 
that it is too early for a serions movement for the 
nomination. 


"Here in Washi-^ton, where the most of the 


politicians are and where all the politicians come, 
the Hanna boom is beginning to have a serious 
aspect," says a Washington correspondent. "Jt is 
well known that if McKinley had lived Hanna 
would have been a candidate. After McKinley 
died there was a lull. Then it was decided that he 
should be a candidate anyhow, but it was thought 
unwise to do anything before the Congressional 
elections. This was the programme of the wisest 
?nen in the Republican party. Hanna said nothing. 
Soon stories began creeping out that Hanua \\as 
after the nomination.

On the matter of pub- 
ic ownershp the vote stands five to one 
or public ownership.
